THE LEGISLATURE. 


The Democratic papers are exultant 


in the hope that Col. Jas. G. Fair will 
be their candidate for Senator, claim- 
ing that his candidacy will insnre the 
election of a Democratic Legislature. 
The combination of circumstances which 
would lead to such a result is not within 
the range of possibilities, according to 
the position of parties iu this State. 
There can be nothing more certain m 
the political history of Ne .-ada than 
that the next Legislature will have a 
Republican majority. It is possible to 
loss the State for Garneld and Arthur, 
and Beatty and Daggett, and still the 
Legislature will be Republican. All 
talk intended to convey any different 
idea is simply the cheapest kind of non- 
sense. There are 61 members to be 
elected 
In order that the Democrats 


should control the Legislature they 
must eleet 37, yet the Republicans need 
only 26, as with the 12 hold-over Sen- 
ators the constitutional majority of 38 
would be obtained. The usual rule, if 
any, has been for the Republicans to 
sleet the majority, and it would be n 
ijreat deal easier, and is much more 
likely, for the Bepnblicans to elect 37 
against the Democrats 26, than for the 
Democrats to elect the 37, and the Re- 
publicans the 26. Of the 26 needed by 
the Kepnbhcans in the coming contest 
the counties of Douglas, Esineralda, 
Lyon, Ormsby, AVashoe, Eureka find 
AVhite Pine, will give 23. It will be 
very strange if in Elko, Hnmboldt, 
Lincoln and Nye there are not at least 
8 Republicans elected. This allows a 
majority of 5 to go on, not counting 
Storey, Churchill and Lander. It is 
simply impossible for the Democrats to 
carry the 
entire ticket in Storey. 


They have not the material to do it 
with, and Storey will be certain, we 
think, for a majority of, if not the en- 
tire Republican ticket.' The chances 
are even in Churchill. We concede 
Lander to the opposition. Viewed from 
almost any standpoint, it is safe To as- 
sert that the Republicans will have a 
majority of at least 20 on joint ballot in 
the next Legislature. 


PBVER OUTLOOK. 


There h»ve been a gre»t many occur- 


rences of a phenomenal character this 
season. Terrible heat and drouth in 
one portion of the country have been 
offset by rains and floods in another, 
We hear of crops drying np, and other 
crops washed out and destroyed by the 
deluge. Famine is abroad and pesti- 
lence has poised its wings for flight. A 
year or two ago some astronomers pre- 
dicted great and malefic changes result- 
ing from a general conjunction of the 
planets with the sun, citing the event* 
of the fifteenth or sixteenth century in 
proof, when a similar conjunction was 
accompanied with terrible earthquakes, 
ocean storms, snows in torrid regions, 
and all the horrors of pestilence and 
starvation 


There has been'a sufficient manifesta- 


tion of the appearance^ of yellow fever 
to warn the people that there is danger 
of a serious visitation. 
Several cases 


have been brought by vessels into dif- 
ferent ports, and now and then a native 
case breaks out in some Southern city. 
Congress instituted a national board of 
health last year, and it is still in exist- 
ence, charged with the duty of investi- 
gating and warding off yellow fever epi- 
demics, but thus far it has shown itself 
rather dilatory. During last season the 
newspapers generally had reperts of the 
breaking out of the disease in different 
localities twenty-four hours, and some- 
times three or four days, before the 
board had official cognizance of it. This 
year it is hoped that it will redeem its 
reputation. 
In an interview with a 


newspaper editor a few days ago, Dr. 
Turner, a member of the board, said 
there WPS ditnger that the scourge 
would break out in several places along 
the Mississippi, and mentioned New 
Orleans as particularly exposed. That 
city, he said, was in a very filthy condi- 
tion, and the people seemed unable or 
unwilling to understand their danger. 
He predicted that within four weeks the 
disease would be raging in New Orleans, 
virulent in energy and epidemic in char- 
acter. He expected other cities, how- 
ever, to know it before the board could 
do so. On account of commercial riv, 
airy, Galvestion would be on the watch- 
and before the click of the telegraph can 
convey the information to Washington, 
the Galveston people will have enforced 
a quarantine against the Crescent City. 


Speaking of the condition of Mem- 


phis, which has recently undergone 
some sanitary improvements, Dr. Turner 
said that the forty miles of ne,w sewer-

An Elko corespondent of the Enter- 


prise hits the traditional nafl on the 
head, when he writes: One of the 
most important and grave questions 
that will present itself for the consider- 
ation of the incoming Legislature is 
•whether taxes shall be increased or sal. 
aries and fees in office reduced. This 
question should be thoroughly discuss- 
ed by the people with a view of mak- 
ing that an issue in the coming election. 
I cannot see for the life of me any 
reason why that the sparsely settled 
sagebrush State of Nevada, with a pop- 
ulation perhaps less than 60,000, and 
with an assessment list containing only 
about 15,000 names, with less than $35,- 
000,000 of taxable property, should pay 
twice as much in th.e way of balaries to 
her State officers as the great State of 
Pennsylvania with her eight odd coun- 
ties and vast agriculture, manufacturing 
and mining resources, and a population 
of over 4,000,000 souls; or, if yon choose 
to make a comparison nearer to home, 
our neighbor across the Sierras, who 
pays her public servants no more than 
we do, and in some cases a great deal 
less—with four or five times as much 
labor to perform and responsibility to 
take. From the present outlook there 
must be a general reduction of salaries 
and fees in office along the whole line, 
both in State and counties, as the re- 
ceipts from our mines will unquestion- 
ably be very meager, so far as we know 
at present, for the next two or three 
years. Hence the people must take 
hold of this matter in earnest, and elect 
a Legislature that will be willing and 
capable of handling this question in- 
telligibly for the best interests of the 
State; otherwise we will be financially 
swamped. Oar present Legislature is 
now composed of seventy-five members, 
and from thirty-eight to forty attaches, 
making a total number of 113 to 115 un- 
der pay daring each session. To this add 
contingent expenses of both Houses, 
and yon will find that daily expenses 
aggregate between'$12,000 and $13.000 
per day. Its number should not ex- 
ceed fifty members, thirty-three in 
House and seventeen in the Senate.

CCLTCTBI,—The Report of Clare, Sewell, 
Bead and Albert Pell, sent by the Royal 
Agncultnre Commission to the United 
States and Canada to inquire into the 
state of agriculture, is published.

Western America possesses 


a singular advantage for stock-raisers, 
while the Middle States afford them ex- 
cellent pasturage, and the Eastern States 
good markets. The allotment of land 
and the termination of free ranges in 
the West will increase the cost of cattle 
raising, but the increased consumption 
by the growing population will enhance 
prices. The success and extention of 
the growth of blue grass opens fresh 
prospects for the grazer, and will in 
time bnng the improved turf under the 
hoof of thoroughbred stock, or at least 
of highly graded cattle 


age would accomplish much good. The 
system of drainage is very complete. 
There is first, house sewerage, then sub- 
soil sewerage, while an abundance of 
surface drains take off the surplus water.

With the phe- 
nomenal condition of the atmosphere 
that now exists, it is not safe to presume 
that yellow fever will this year be con- 
fined to its usual Summer limits. Let 
universal cleanliness prevail; this is the 
only sure hope in any city south of it e 


It is significant that while five or six 


principal railroads and numberless ves- 
sels on the lakes pour ceaseless streams 
of freight into Chicago from the West 
only two roads are needed to supple- 
ment the Ene Canal in carrying it 
thence to the seaboard. 
Shipments of 


grain by the canal ore unprecedentedly 
large and seem to be steadily increas- 
ing. The estimated number" of bushels 
received during the year by all routes 
shows an increase of one-sixth over the 
first six months of 1879, and the num-

each State, anil to forbid the appropriation of 
the public funds to the support of sectarian 
schools.
